- IN ANTICLIMATIC MOOD, ATTENTION DURING PAST WEEK FOCUSED

SPOKESMAN JUNE 23 REPLY TO REPORTERS THAT GROC HAS SEVERAL 
TIMES EXPRESSED OPPOSITION TO USG CONTACTS WITH COMMUNISTS 
PLAYED ALL PAPERS. GENERAL ANALYSIS ALONG LINES CHINA TIMES 
(CHUNG KUO SHIH PAO; 530,000) EDITORIAL CITING UNNAMED MOFA 
OFFICIAL THAT NO IMPORTANT CHANGES EXPECTED, BUT VANCE 
GOING "EXPLORE WHAT PRC CONCESSIONS POSSIBLE" ON TAIWAN 
ISSUE. ENGLISH LANGUAGE CHINA NEWS (20,000) JUNE 29 
SAID VANCE TRIP IS "OBVIOUSLY SEEKING FORMULA" FOR

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- SEABURY LETTER IN WALL STREET JOURNAL GIVEN EXTENSIVE 
PLAY AND WIDELY QUOTED IN COMMENTARIES, ESPECIALLY REMARKS 
U.W. SHOULD NORMALIZE RELATIONS WITH FRIENDS BEFORE ADVERSARIES. 

- WOLFF TRIP REPORT PUBLISHED JUNE 24 PLAYED ALL PAPERS, 

QUOTED PREMIER CHINAG TO EFFECT TAIWAN WOULD NEVER HAVE 
CONTACTS WITH CHINESE COMMUNISTS. CNA REPORT ON WOLFF SURVEY 
OF ASIAN LEADERS ALSO GIVEN EXTENSIVE PLAY, EMPHASIZING ASIAN 
LEADERS BELIEVE PRESENT RELATIONS "APPROPRIATE" AND THERE IS 
NEED TO PROVIDE ROC WITH SECURITY OF A TREATY NATURE.

CHINA TIMES CARRIED COMMENTARY BASICALLY REPEATING NYTIMES
